I have his TetthHottial from that Academy, dated 
A. 1682.. He came over, a young man, to Eng- 
land, with his father, mother, imcle, two aunts 
and two fitters, at the time when the Proteftants 
fled from France about A. 1687. He was made 
one of the gentlemen of the Privy Chamber, in 
the third year of King William, A. 1691, by the 
name of Renatus Jortin. I have his Patent. After 
this, and before I was born, he took a fancy to 
change his name into Jordain, and to give it an 
Engliih appearance ; being fond I fuppofe of 
pafling for an Englifhman, as he fpoke Englifh 
perfedly, and without any foreign accent. This 
gave me fome trouble afterwards, when I went 
into Deacon's orders under Bifhop Kennet, for the 
regifter bf St. Giles in the Fields wrote my name, 
as it ftood tliere, Jordain. I gave the bifhop an 
account how it came to pafs. After my father's 
death, my mother thought it proper to affume the 
true name of Jortin ; and (he and I always wrote 
it fo. My father was fecretary to Lord Orford, to 
-Sir George Rook, and to Sir Cloudefly Shovel ; 
and was cad away with the latter, Odober 22,

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The Scholiaft takes deum to be the genitive cafe 
pliiral^ and in that I think he is right : but he is 
iniflaken when he fays> that Lucan follows the 
Epicureans ; for the Epicureans afcribed immorta- 
lity to their gods, that is, to the gods whofe exif- 
tence they pretended to believe, and whom they 
placed in the InUrmundia, there to live in perfeft 
idlenefs. 

As to the interpretation which Oudendorp follows, 
I would gladly know what ancient authorities he 
can find to favour it, and why this fame ReSlor 
TetTde ftiould be fo tired with his exiftence, and 
want fo much to die. 

I read, with the Scholiaft and fome editions :

Homer^s giving fpeech to the horfe [not borfes] 
of Achilles, is indeed a bold fiAion ; but his 
giving fpeech to the river Xanthus is not fo, 
nor ought it to be reckoned more marvellous 
than his making Jupiter and Juno fpeak ; for 
Xanthus was not the water of the river, but the 

God 
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Gbd 6f the river, as Neptune k the God of the 
fea. 

** We find a large groupe of thcfe (hadowy 
figures placed in the fixth book of the -^neis, at 
the entrance into the infernal regions 5 but as they 
are only fliewn there, and have no (hare in the 
aftion of the poem, the defcription of them is a 
fine allegory :

Excluded. Why fo ? and by what law ? Somnvis 
is introduced as afting in the Ilias more than once, 
as aHb in other Heroic poems : and *r?n^ 1^ ©aT- 
Mftl^, Sleep and Deaith, are appointed to carry off 
the body of Sarpedon, and have a place in Hefiod's 
Theogonia, v. 759. 

In a poem which is built upon a Jewifh or 

Chriftian plan, a mixture of true religion and 

fahle, good and bad Angels in one place, an<J 

Jupiter and Juno in another, is perhaps juftly 

liable to cenfure 5 though fomc great poets have 

not avoided it. 

But, 
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But, to allow a poet to introduce Mars and AC- 
nerva, and to forbid him to make ufe of Sleep, 
and Death, and Fear, and Difcord, &c. as aftors, 
feems to be injudicious ; founded upon a weak pre- 
judice, that the latter have not in our imagination 
as good a right to be Perfons as the former. The 
Heathen theology is to be taken from the heathen 
writers ; and whatever is a deity in Homer and 
Hefiod, has a perpetual and inconteftibic right 
to be a poetical God,

fplendor and power, and a perpetual fucccflion of 
npw bufinefs, and new pleafurcs ; and yet, as 
great a mafter of the art of diflimulation as .he 
was, he could not diflemble the inward fcnfc of his 
guilt, nor prevent the open eruptions of it^ upon 
very improper occafions. Withefs that Letterj

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which he wrote to the Senate, from his impure 
retreatment at Copter. Tacitus has prcfervcd the 
firil lines of it ; and there cannot be a livelier iaiage 
of a mind, filled with wild diilraftion and defpair^ 
than what they afford us.** [Anual. VI. 6. p. 163, 
Infigne vifum eft eamm Caefaris literarum inltium ; 
nam his verbis exorfus eft,] *^ Quid fcribam vobis,

open to our view, we fhould fee there nothing but 
ghaftly wounds and bruifes ; the confcioufnefs of 
their own cruelty, lewdnefs and ill condud, leaving 
as deep and bloody prints on their minds, as the 
ilrokes of the fcpurge do on the back* of a Have. 
Tiberius (adds he) confefled as much, when he 
uttered thefe words •, nor could his high ilatiop, 
or even privacy and retirement itfeif, hinder him

HEBREWS X. 25. 

■ Exhorting one another, 

Jt appears from the whole tenor of the New 
Teftament, that one of the great ends of Chrifl^ianity 
was to produce and preferve amongft its profeflbrs 
a more furprifing and a more amiable union and 
^ harmony than Legiflators had ever enjoined, and 
Philofophers had ever contrived and recommend- 
ed; far furpaffing what the obedient difciples of 
Pythagoras, or the rigid Eflenes had effeded, or 
the ideal Republic of Plato had feigned. 

Our Saviour laid the foundation fo|f this happy 
concord in his great commandment. Love one ano^ 
iher : hereby Jloall all men know that ye are vty difciples y 

if 
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if ye lave one another. His Apoftles proceeded as he 
had begun, and their writings are a perpetual com- 
mentary upon their Mafter's favourite text. 

From all who took upon them the Chriftian 
name, they required a liberality, which ihould fuf* 
fer no brother to be in want. 

St, Paul— by an apt fimilitude, well known to 
Pagan writers, who made ufc of the fame ♦—com- 
pares the focial to the natural body ; and requires 
the clofe connexion, and confpiring confent, and 
fellow-feeling, and mutual fupport in the one, 
which is obfervable in the other. 

He exhorts them to fubmit themfelves to one 
another, and in honour to prefer one another. 
This is affability of the heart, as well as of the de- 
meanour: this is Chriftian civility; as many de- 
grees above modifh civility, as to ferve another 
cffedually is better than to be his m6jl obedient fervant^ 

Again*, they are exhorted to lay 6pen their 
doubis, their weakneffes, their defedls, their wants» 
and their forrows to each other ; to ftir up one 
another to good works; to forbear, to forgive, to 
fupport, to advife, to inftruft, to edify, and to com*

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fort one another ; to rejoice and to mourn with 
one another, and to pray for one another : All which 
fuppofes a myfterious and a fpiritual union, not to 
be underftood by profane and uninitiated minds, 
which, without deftroying fubordination, produced 
a Chriftian equality : for, if the wife could teach 
the unlearned, and the rich relieve the poor, the 
unlearned and the poor could pray for his bene* 
fiiftor, and thereby make him no mean recom- 
pcnfe. 

Nothing was more likely to difturb this facred 
union of good minds, than the extraordinary gifts 
tlien varioufly conferred upon Chriftians, which 
might excite a little vanity in feme, and a little 
jealoufy in others : Therefore St, Paul took care to 
inform them that brotherly love was the faireft and 
the beft of all endowments ; that it was above all 
the miracylous powers that ever appeared, if they 
were all united in one perfon ; and that it would 
fiiine in heaven, when their iranfitory luftre (hould 
te extinft : a declaration, which no frantic viiion* 
arf ; 0^ intercfted impoftor, who himfelf pretended 
to thofe gifts, would ever have made. 

When a man afcends in im^ination to thofe 
thnes^ and fancies himfelf a member of that inno- 
cent infant republic, and then awakes from the 
pleafing dream, and calls his eyes upon the world 
-about him, he cannot help thinking what an altera- 
*tion corroding ages have made in this refpe<5t ; for 
Chiiftianity is fecufcirifed to fuch a degree, that 
A a little 
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little of this honefl;^ plain, inartificial kindnefs fiib- 
fids. However^ Religion dill reftrains much evil, 
and produces much good^ and ferves to many ex- 
cellent purpofes ; though fome are fo injudicious, 
that they cannot perceive it, or fo perverfc, that 
they will not own it. Nor, indeed^ mull we ima- 
gine that, even in the Golden age of the Gofpel, 
thefe fair ideas were univerfally or pcrfeftly exem* 
plified, or forget the many complaints of the 
Apoftles themfelves, concerning falfe or weak bre- 
thren, arid diforderly walkers. To fay the truth, 
there is a little illufion in the reprefentation whidi 
we form to ourfelves of thofe days : diilance 
fmoothes fome imperfections, and timefoftensibme 
fliades. 

Amongft the fecial and friendly duties which 
feem to be generally recommended, and which 
every one was called upon to perform, is the duty 
of exhortation. Exhort one another: — ^To what? 
To good works, without queftion ; to every thing 
that a Chriflian ought to do. Much pf the (ame 
nature is the precept, Mmoni/b one another, and, 
fVarn one another. 

The text is concerning Exhortation ; the dif- 
courfe has been hitherto concerning mutual affec* 
tion ; but the connexion between thefe two* things, 
and the dependance of the former upon the latter, 
is greater than fome may perhaps imaging. E35r 
hortation ought to proceed froin brotherly, love* 
elfe it will be faulty in. its motives, and uofuc^efl*- 

ful 
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ful in its attempts ; and becaufe it often is fo, this 
has given rife to two fplenetic obfervations, made 
by .thofe who view human nature in the word light : 
Firft, that every man is liberal of advice ; fecondly, 
that no man is the better for it. If a perfon ex- 
hort another, purely becaufe he is a friend, and 
defirchis welfare, the very manner will ihevv the 
man; for love has an air, which is not eafily coun- 
terfeited : He will temper his advice with difcretion 
and humility; he will add whatfoever is neceflary 
to recommend it : and if a perfon be perfuaded 
that he who. gives him his advice would alfo give 
him any thing elfe that he could reafonably defire, 
he is not a little difpofed to attend to it, and to al- 
low it a favourable hearing. 

Exhortation comes moft properly from fuperiors 
and from equals. It is part of the duty of rulers to 
fubje&s, parents to children, matters to fervants, 
the elder to the younger, and friends to friends, 
fince friendfhip always finds or makes a certain 
parity. It cannot be convenient or decent that 
every man, upon every occafion, (hould exhort 
every man ; but every perfon has his inferiors, or 
his equals, and towards them he is to exercife this 
office upon all inviting opportunities. 
. Befides ; there is a fort of indirell exhortation — if 
I may fo call it — to virtue and to goodnefs, which 
every Chriftian ought to exercife, even towards his 
fuperiors ; and that is, to fpeak well of all thofe 
who defervewell oibim^ and of the Chriftian world, 
A a 2 and 
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and who fill up their (lations with dignity and in«^ 
tegrity ; to efteem them highly for their work's fake ; 
to praife good things and good perfons : To which 
I (hall not add, that he has the fame call^ and the 
fame right, to blame thofe who are deficient, and 
who want either the capacity or the will of aAing 
fiiitably to their office and rank ; becaufe cenfure is* 
often as nearly related to cenforioufnefs in reality, as 
it is in found, and is not a weapon fit for every 
hand to wield. But here, likewife, there is an indi« 
red cenfure, as well as an indired): exhortation ; and 
furely, every one may afTume the honefl frtedom 
to pafs by in negleft and filence thofe who dcfervc 
reproach and difgrace. It would conduce to many 
good purpofes, if this negative reproof were foduly 
difpenfed, that all the profligate, the infolent, the 
unworthy, and the nfelefsv^— all the refufe and rub- 
bilh of focicty, of what rank and condition focver, 
might defcend to the grave imcommended^ and there 
lie and moulder in oblivion. Pity that this ever 
(hould prove the fate of thofe, to whom other re- 
turns are due. Reputation indeed accompanies dc- 
fert, as its fhadow ; but fometimes the day is over- 
caft, and the fhadow difappears. 

The office of exhortation is, in a more particular 
manner, incumbent upon us, who are the miniflers 
of the Gofpel ; and We are exprefsly required to ex- 
hort, warn, admonifh, incite, and reprove, with

humble 
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humble authority, and modeft refolution, and meek 
integrity, and prudent zeal. To infift upon this, ' 
will be called preaching up ourfelvesj and magnifying 
our office I and perhaps the fubjeft might be treated 
to more advantage by thofe who are not perfonally 
concerned in it- But thus much, without breach 
of decency, we may foftly infinuate,-— and tlie fober 
part of the world will bear witnefs to it — that we 
ufurp no dominion over men's confciences, or per- 
fons, or purfes j that we pretend not to what every 
Prieftof the Romifh Church aflumes, every gifted 
Saint, and illuminated Fanatic. And yet, for want 
of a better objedion, we have been accufed of for- 
mal {late, and fpiritual pride, and of bearing our- 
felves as Embajfadors of heaven, a phrafe which we 
never mudi affefted. For this, the Drunkards make 
fongs upon us, and grimacing Ridicule aims at fome- 
thing, that is meant for a jell. They will not grant 
us, it feems, wha^ the Devil paid to Paul and Sil/is, 
when he faid, Thefe men are fervants of the Moji High 
Gody which fhew unto us the way offalvation. But it is 
to fmall purpofe to expoftulate with perfons, whofe 
Politenefshath refined away their manners, and whofe 
Tajle hath eaten up their underftandihg ; and it is 
altogether unneceflary to warn them, not to make 
an ill ufe of their ff^t. Happy would they be, if 
they were as fecure from all other danger ; for, in 
this refped:, they may fairly claim a place amongft 
thofe, to whom little has been given ; and of whom, 
confequently, littU will be required. 

A a 3 But 
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" But/* it may be faid, "after all, over-bearing 
haughtinefs and folemn pride are bad things, and 
deferve blanie/* Very true ; nor are we backward 
to difapprove them. We are not unwilling to con- 
demn all pride in general ; and in particular that, > 
poor and filly pride, which makes a man exalt him- 
felf on account of his ftation, and thereby confefs* 
that he has nothing better to be proud of: Nor 
have we any thing to plead in behalf of cold and 
diftant airs, or of that forbidding gravity, which 
has been called, well enough, *^ a mjrftery of the 
Body, invented to cfonccal the imperfedions of 
the Underftanding.*' 

There are particular feafons and occafions for: 
particular exhortations ; as when a perfon is ad-, 
vanced to any high ftation in the Chriftian re- 
public : It is then expedient that he Ihould be 
admonilhed to beware of himfelf, and to remember 
what God and men exped from him; and every 
one who dcferves fuch a ftation, will take it kindly, 
to be thus reminded of his duty. In St. Paur$ 
exhortations to Timothy and to Titus, there is 
fomcthing, which, according to our modern ideas, 
of civility-, muft appear ftrange. To exhort fuch 
perfons that they avoid what is evil, and praftife 
what is good, (eems to us a tacit infinuation, that 
they are deficient in their duty, or, at leaft, a kind 
of fuperfluous profufion of counfel. But, in the 
opinion of St. Paul, no man was too ikilful, or too 
high, or too holy, to be exhorted aaid advifed. In 
the Apoftolical writings we fee an unafFefted fim- 

plicity 
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pHcity of fentiment and diftion, which, when it is 
found in other ancient authors, never fails to pleafe 
the judicious; and ufually furpafles ftudied thoughts 
and laboured fentences, as much as Nature is 
fuperior to Art, One good man admonilhes 
another with a candid freedom, and gives him a 
leflbn of caution and humility, upon the fuppofi- 
tion, that none is entirely fafc and quite remote 
from all fpiritual danger, whilft he is in a ftarc of 
probation. The divine Wifdom, which would 
not level threatenings againft impoffibilities, has 
madea folemn commination, — IVhen the righteous man 
turneth away from his righteoufnefs — which is 
enough to make a righteous man tremble. A 
perfon may continue fuch for a confid^rable time ; 
fo far true to his duty, as to contraft no very foul 
fpot; till at length fome imperious Temptation 
demands admittance; and then Virtue, Confcience, 
Honour, Religion, fall before her, to the furprife 
of men, and to the grief of Angels, Admonition 
therefore is right and fit; and fo"^ judges our 
Church, and has made a proviiioD for it in the 
Office of Confecration. • .,^ 

It may be thought that the Admoi^tion in the 
Office is a proper fubjed to be aflumed and en-, 
larged upon in a difcourfe ; and fo it would, if it 
were in fuitable hands. The elders^ fays St. Peter, 
I exhort, who am alfo an elder. It is impoffible to 
attempt it in the prefencc of one, who, as in all 
A a 4 other 
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o:her re'pccts, fo, in eminence of fiadoQ, is fair 

better qualified to pexfonn it. 

Shall we then difcourlb concerning the I>cg;rees 

of iacred offices, and the form of Church govcm- 

ment which is here eftabliflied ; and vindiptte it 

from the rude afperfions of ibme, and the weak 

prejudices of others ? This is a difcourag^ng fob* 

jefty for it has been frequently and fully difcuflcd, 

and nothing new can be <^ered upon it worthy 

to engage attention. But from the mention of it 

we may take occafion to admonifh and exhort men, 

to fct a juft efteem upon the religicm which the 

kind Providence of God has preferved amongft us, 

and by which we are as advantageoufly diftin- 

guiftied as we can reafonably exped: ; for FerfeSioM 

dwells net here below. Whofoever knows, evoi 

fuperficially, what paffes and has pafled in the 

Chriftian world, knows what has been the Jpirii and 

the conducl of feme Synods and Affemblies, — I 

will not fay • any thing Tiarder of Proteftant 

brethren ; and what the imperioufnefs of that Church, 

which calls herfelf the Mother and the Miftrcfs of 

all Churches; and what the procedures of the //lyirf* 

Ji/ion ; which he who has * feen, has beheld a

more 
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more formidable reprefentation of the infernal 
regions, than even poetic fancy ever painted. 

It is to be hoped that our love for our own 
Church has been rather increafed than diminifhed, 
by the apprehenfions which we had, not long ago, 
of her falling into the hands of her worft enemies. 
Our eyes then viewed her, as they purfue the 
mild and gentle light of the fetting fun : * we then 
began to underftand her value, becaufe we then 
feared to lofe her. 

Shall I proceed to fpeak more particularly con* 
ceirning the perfon now appointed to the Epifcopal 
fondion? Inclination draws that way, and words 
prefent themfelves unfought ; and it is a pleafurc 
to utter them, when the heart and the tongue con- 
fpire together, and Truth guides them both : But 
the Cenforious would pronounce it Flattery, and 
the Severe would call it injudicious Gratitude. ^ It 
is better to be filent, than to be fufpeded of 
ofiering what is not fit for the one to give, and the 
other to receive. 

Shall we then rather fpeak in gen^eral of the 
difcreet choice which is made of perfons to prefide 
over us in Church and State ? Many would fay 
that this was paying compliments to the Age, at 
the expenfe of truth, it were no hard tafk to 
confute them ; but, declining this, for feveral

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reafons, I chufe rather to follow my text, and to 
give them an advice, of which I am fare they 
greatly (land in need ; and that is, that they would 
be cautious not to run into the extreme, of under- 
valuing and reviling their teachers and governors. 
Say not thou, fays Solomon, fp^hat is the caufe 
that the former days were better than thefe ? For ihtm 
doft not inquire wifely concerning this. There is room 
to conjefturc that Solomon fi^ke this feelingly, 
and for particular reafons. There were probably 
in his time* perverfe men in Ifrael, who (hook 
their fboliih heads, and regretted the old ddys ; 
and obferved that the reign of his father David 
was preferable to his ; and that it was better with 
the nation under Saul, than under the new family. 
Such judgments he condemns, as proceeding from 
malicious fplccn, and fenfelefs prejudice. To bring 
the matter home to ourfclvcs, One who were to 
confider the thing impartially, and found in him- 
(blf no difpofirion to flatterj or to rail, or to repine, 
would probably be of opinion that the world goes 
on, 33 the fun fhincs, much as it did before we 
were born, and that wc arc no worfe than our 
progenitors : for as to public calamities, which 
human prudence cannot forefee, or, forefeeing^ 
cannot prevent, it is very unrcafonable to lay them 
to the charge of the government; and the civil 
Magiflrarc might juftly fay, as the king of Ifrael 
dicl^ ylm I God^ to kill and to make alive? — where- 
fore 
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Jbr^ conjider^ I pray yoUj and Jee, hffw they feek or 
quarrel againft me. * 

One thing, only, give me leave to add, for I can- 
not decently ftifle it, in favour of our own times ; 
namely, that Learning,— learning, which has made 
a man pafs for a Magician, for a Heretic, and for 
a Fool, and has been often obferved to be a fymp*. 
torn of poverty, — is no difqualification or impedi- 
ment, but rather a credit and a recommendatioq.- 
It has fome friends and favourers, even amongft^ 
the great; and it has no enemy except Envy, 
which pilfers and purloins a fmall matter from an 
cftabliflied charafter; a moderate tax upon fuperior; 
abilities, and a lofs which is fcarcely felt. 

It would be an unpardonable omiflion in .one) 
who has had a liberal education, not to lay hold 
of , this occaiion, and proceed to fay fomething in 
behalf of Literature. We, who cannot reward it, 
ought at leaft to recommend it to thofe who can ; 
and exhort and admonifti them, that they would; 
<?hcrifli and proted: it, even for their own fake. 
We arc naturally difpofed to feek and to value 
reputation ; Reputation and praife area recompenfe, 
which our Saviour himfelf with his own facred 
mouth conferred upon a generous adlion : JVhere^ 
foevery fays he, this Gofpel JhaU be preached. in the

oflfrael. Our fovereign likewife pretends not to cure theUprojji 
and yet is a rightful king, and a good ruler for all that.

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tt/rrZf rvorid^ there frail alp this 9 that this TCmmm 
kath done, be teldfor a memorkd of her. There is no 
furcr way for great men to obtain it, than by 
patronifing letters, arts, and fciences; fix thcfe 
are always grateful, and both wtlltng and aUe to 
tranfmit the names of their friends to the lateft 
generations. They who are not to be moved by 
cbefe motives, may hope for reputation ; but they 
Vill reap as they fow; and never be* praifed, ex- 
cept by hangers-on of their own damp and capa- 
city, or by dedicators, whofe works, ufually die 
before them, and who certainly will have no in- 
tereft with pofterity. 

Excluded, on one account or other, from every 
obvious topic, and fcarce knowing which way to 
turn, and how to proceed, — I refolved to look back 
to times paft, and to recoUcdk, what old annals and 
the voice of the public had formerly declared con* 
ccrning worthy Prelates. This had a promising 
afj^eft, and feemed to open the way to modeft, -in- 
offcnfivc, and inftruftive defcription. Htre alio 
was a plentiful variety of materials, *— of every

quality 
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quality that conftkutes a great and 4 good man. 
Here were to be found diligence, patience, aftivity, 
candour, and integrity : here was religion without 
formality, liberality without oftentation, feriouf- 
nefs without morofenefs, and cheerfulnefs without 
levity: here was gentlenefs to others, and felf- 
feverity : here was ufeful learning, and a love of 
thofe who loved and purfued it, and a care ta 
confer favours upon thofe who deferved them : 
here was a contempt and diflike for detrafting fy- 
cophants, and fawning parafites : here was aflfability 
to inferiors: here were other bright virtues, and 
endearing accompliihments, which (hall not be 
recounted ; — for there is already reafon to fear 
that juftice has nor been done to die dignity of the 
iubjea. 

May the great Author of every good gift enable 
us, each in our feveral ftations, to ad an honeft 
and' prudent part; till we arrive at the manfions, 
where all earthly diftinftion* ceafe, and give place 
to thcrfe which arc made by piety and virtue : where 
wc flijjl meet with innumerable beings, better, and 
greater, and wifer than ourfclves ; where, as none 
will be unhappy and difcontented, there may be 
room for pious Emulation, but not for Jealoufy 
and Envy; and where all, how different foever in 
glory, wiH be united by love, and charity, and

Tillotfon printed thefe Sermons on the Dhinlfy 
of Cbr'tjl, to vindicate himfelf from the charge of 
Socinianifm : that is, from an accufation entirely 
groundlefs. I have been told, that Crellius, a 
Socinian, — and a defcendant from the more cele- 
brated Crellius, — who ufed, when he came over 
hither, to vilit the Archbifliop,- and to converfe 
with him, juftified him on this head ; and declared 
that " Tillotfon had often difputed with him, ia 
a friendly way, upon the fubjeA of the Trinity; 
and that he was the bed reafoner, and had the 
moft to fay for himfelf, of any adverfary he had 
ever encountered." 

But then, Tillotfon* had made fome conceflions 
concerning the Socinians, which never were, ami 
,never will be forgiven him ; and hath broken an 
ancient and fundamental rule of theological con- 
troverfy; *^ Allow not an adverfary to have either 
common fenfe, or common honefty.** 

Here is the obnoxious paflage :. 

** And yet, to do right to the writers on that

Now, by way of contraft, behold the charader 
of the fame perfons, from the mafterly and im- 
partial hand of South : 

** The Socinians are impious blafphemers, whofe

*^ wretch] in a dired line to the devil himfelf ; and 
'^ who are fitter to be cruflied by the civil magiftrate, 
*^ as deftruftive to government and Ibciety, than to 
^^ be (Confuted as merely heretics in religion." 

Such is th« true agonijlic ftyle and intolerant 
Spirit; fuch the courage of a champion, who 
challenges his adverfkry, and then calls upon the 
ionfiable to come and help him.

*' Jofephus flattered Vefpalian fo far, as to 
make him believe, that he was the man [the 
Mcflias] ; and thereupon perfuaded him to deftroy 
the line of David, out of which the tradition was, 
that the Meffias Ihouldfpring, &c." 

Jofephus did not give this wicked advice. Our 
Prelate perhaps had in his thoughts what Eufebius 
relates of Domitian, " that he ordered all \ the 
family of David to be delboyed; and that fome

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c^ our Lord's kiofmen were fcized, and brougbt 
before him ; and upon examination difinifled^ as 
poor and tnconiiderable perfons. Afterwards, 
in the tiine of Trajan, fome hereties l;iid an in* 
foimatton againfl Symeon^ the Ton of Cleopa^ as 
being of the family of David^ and alfo a ChrifUan : 
and, for this, Symeonwas put to death, when he was 
an hundred and twenty years old. But thcfe very 
accufers of the Martyr were alfo' convided of be- 
long'mg to tlie royal tribe, diligent fearch being 
made at that time for ftich perfons.^ 

Eufeblus had thefe accounts from Hcgefippus, 
and Hegefippus is far enough from infallibility. 
So the Stories reft upon his authority, fuch as it 
is* Eufeb, Evang. Hift. III. 19, 20, 32.

** We muft be ferious in our inftrudlions : — 
^^ to which nothing can be more contraryy than 
** to triile with the word of God ; and to fpeak of 
*• the weightieft natters in the world, the great 
** and everlafting concernments of the fouls of

•* not only beneath the gravity of ^cpulpity but 
^* even <rf a well-regulated /tf^^. Can anything 
•• be more unfuitable, than to heat a Minifteir of

This was undoubtedly deflgnied as d cenfurd 
upon Soutb, ifor faying, ** that there is no Jluxing 
a foul out of its immortality,*' and a btindr6«!t 
things of the fame kind.

A learned perfon,— who Ihall not be. named— 
bbferved, that Tillotfon, taking the ytxb fabricati 
in a paflive fenfc, grofily mifuriderftood Cicero;; 
whofe words are thefe : " Sunt autem alii philo- 
fophi, ct hi quidem magni atque nobile^; qui 
Deorum mcnte atque ratione omneni mundum 
. JBulminiftrari atque regi cenfeant : neque rero id 
folum, fed etiam ab iifdem vitae hominum confuli 
ct provider! : Nam, et frugcs, et reliqua quse terra 
pariat, et tempeftates, ac temporum varictates^ 
cajlique mutationes, quibus omnia quae terra gig«- 
nat, maturata pubefcant, a Dis immortalibus tribui 
humano generi putant ; multaque, qu« talia funt, 
ut ea ipjh Dl immortale? ad ufum hominum fabrl* 
cati pcne videantur/' De Nat. Deor. L.I. 2.

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It is certain that thefe words, as they (land in 
Cicero» will not admit of the fenfc which Tillotfoa 
gives them : but TiUoifon, in all probability^ 
cited by oiemory, and without confulting the con- 
text i and put that meaning upon the wovds, which 
^emed the moft reafonable and elegant : and, per- 
haps his good fenfe led him here to the true inter- 
pretation. Boherius, a learned French critic, un- 
dei-ftood this paffage juft as Tillotfon has taken it ; 
^ni to accommodate the fentenee to this pwrpofe. 
He fn'opofed a flight emendation, which is approved 
by Davies. ** CJ^ife. Boherius legit, ^—ut z-t 
IP SI Dii immortales ad ufum hominum fabricati 
pene vidcantur. Audax fane videtur loquendi 
ratio; fedfenfus facit, ut ei conjcftura? faveam.'* 

■In fav.our of this conjc<5ture and interpretation it 
may be obferved, that, according to the Pagan 
Theology, the Dii immr talcs arc the fun, the moon, 
the ftars, the planets, and the earth, who furniffi 
us with the comforts and conveniencies of life ; and, 
fo highly beneficial are they to mortal men, that, 
although they be Gods^ yet they fecm almoft to 
have been made for the iife of man* 

If you a/k, ^^ by whom were the Gods made?** 
the Pagan ariiwer is, ** by Nature, or by the Su- 
"prenie God ; who drew them out of chaos, and 
who is called by Ovid, Mtmdi Fabricator.^*

'f I knpw pot what fome men may find in them- 
*' felves ; buf I rpuft freely acknowledge, that I 
^* could never yet attain to that bold and hardy de-. 
^< gree of faith, as to Relieve any thing for this 
** reafpn — b^faufe it was impojftble. So that I am 
*^ very far from beingof ^/i mind, that wanted, not 
*' only mare difficulties^ but even impoJ/ibiJities, in the 
^* Chriftiaa religion, to e^ercUe his j^ith upon." 

The perfon whom Tillotfon bad in view, was 
the author of Religio Medici. But by impoffibtUties, 
Sir Thomas Brpwn, as well as Tertullian, meant 
fiemingy not real impoflibilities ; and what he fays 
Aould be looked upon as a verbum ardenSj a rhetori- 
cal flourilh, and a trial of fkill with Tertullian ; in 
which however he had little chance to come oflT 
fijperior. Both of them were lively and ingenious ; 
but the African had a warrper complexion than the 
Briton. 

" Methinks there be not impoflibilities enough 
** in religicJn, for an adive faith. — I can anfwcr all 
^^ the objedlibrxs of Satan and my rebellious reafon, 
B b 3 ^' Nsvt^ 
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*^ with that odd refolution I learned of TertulUatt^ 
** Cerium ejij quia impqffiblk ifi. — I am thankful that I 
^' lived not in the days of miracles, &c." Rel. Med. 

Tillotfon, judging that the Papifts would make 
an \\\ ufe of this, and fcuh paffagcs as this, in Pro- 
tejlant writers, was willing to pafs a gentle animad- 
verfion upon it. 

Sir Kenelm Digby, a Roman Catholic, who 
criticifes feveral things in the Religio Medici, yet 
^ives his loud approbation to thefe pious fallies. 
•* I am extremely pleafed with him, when he (kith j^ 
there arc not impofEbiliti^ enough in religion, for 
an aftive faith, &c/* Extremely pleafed, without 
queftion ; and full of hopes, that this young author 
might at laft unreafon himfelf into* implicit belief; 
and go over to a church, which would feed his 
hungry faith with a fufficient quantity of impofli- 
bilities.

Amongft many things, which may be mentioned 
in favour of Tillotfon, this fhould not be fpr^ . 
gotten; that of thofe who have paffcd their judg- 
ments upon him, there never was a fon of ab-i 
lurdity who did not diflike, or a feniible readec 
who did not approve his writings. If a perfon 
were to offer himfelf a candidate for honeft reputa- 
tion, what could he wi(h and hope more, than to 
ftiare , Tillotfon's fate i and to find the iamci cen- 

furers^ 
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fiirers, and the fame defenders ? Yet it hath been 
faid of this great and good man, that his fpirits 
were in fome degree broken, and his health impair- ' 
ed, by the irifults and calumnies of petulant adver- ' 
faries. •If it be true, it is a melancholy inftande of 
human infirmity, and a proof that a little Stoieifm 
and Socratifm is a defirable pofleflion.- To forgive 
enemies, thbugh difficult to many, was eafy to him, 
affifted as he was by good-nature, and by religion : 
but to defpife their attacks, was a tafk rather too hard 
for his gentle temper and fenfibility ; fo that, in thi$ 
refped, and under thefe cjifadvarttages, he Was not 
a match for men, who could neither blulh nor feel. 
'' A man's good name, fays he, is a tender 
thing; and a wound there iinks deep into the fpirit 
even of a wife and good man : and the more inno- 
cent any man is in this kind, the more fenfible he is 
of this hard ufage; becaufe he never treats others fo^ 
nor is he confcious to himfelf that he hath deferved 
it." Vol. II. Serm. xlii. v 

Every thing, they fay, hath twc) handles. When 
Socrates was under fentence of death, Xanthippe 
took on bitterly; and refufing comfort, cried, ^' O, 
my hufband ! what grieves me mo^ is, that thefe 
wicked judges fliould treat an innocent man thils^ and 
condemn thee unjuftly, and for nothing at all." 
*' Wife !'' faid he, ^^ why fhould that grieve thee? 
Hadft thou rather then, that they had condemned 
mtjitjllyr

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1 HE reverence which the Je<vs had for their facred 
books, preferved thofe moft ancient of all? records, 
and along with them the knowledge of tTie. Hebrew 
language. But the Chriftians, who" had the fame 
veneration for the CldTest/ment, have contri- 
buted, more than the Jews vhemfelves, to fecure 
and to explain thoie books, as they had indeed more 
advantages and greater helps. The Chriftians in 
ancie::t times collefted and preferved the Greek 
verjions of thofe Scriptures, particularly that of the 
Septuagint, and tranflated the originals into Latin^ 
They preferved copies of the works of Jofephus, 
which were little efteemed by the Jews — but 
which help to confirm and explain the facred books, 
and call a light upon the Jewifli hiftory: and 
Chriftian critics and commentators, fuch as Capei- 
lus, Bochart, Grotius, Le Clerc, Vitringa, and 
many others, have beyond meafure furpaffed the 
5 Jewifli 
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Jewiih Doflors in illuftrating and defending the' 
Holy Scriptures. 

The keys of learning are the learned languages, 
and a grammatical and critical fkill in them. 

We cannot at prefent want Greek commentaries * 
pn the Scriptures, being fo plentifuVy fupplied with 
Englifli ones. 

It was the ftudy of the Scriptures which" excited 
Chriflians from early times to the ^uAyoi Chronology 
facred and fecular : and here much knowledge of 
hifiorji and fomc fkill in ajtrommy^ were needful. 



The New Testament, being written in Greeks 
caufed Chriftians to apply themfelves alfo to the 
ftudy of that mod copious and beautiful language. 
Chriftianity, at firfl, and for a confiderablc time, 
was violently oppofed and affaulted by the Jews 
and Gentiles. — But this Evil was compenfated by 
• many Advantages : It was oppofition which excited 
the Chriftians to juftify their own caufe, and to 
confute their adverfaries, the JewiQi Doftors, and. 
the learned Gentiles ; to expofe the abfurdities of 
Jewiih traditions, the weaknefs of Paganifm, and 
the imperfed:ions and infufficiency of Philofophy.

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For this purpofe Jcwifh and Pagan literature were 
neccffary, and what we call Philology or Claffical 
Erudition : and thus the Chriftians became in learn- 
ing fuperior to the Pagans; and, in point of ftyle 
and compofition, as good writers as they, both in 
Latin and in Greek, 

To the Gofpel then, and to thofe who embraced 
it, are due our grateful acknowledgements for the 
Learning that is at prefent in the world. The Infi- 
dels educated in Chriftian countries owe what Learn- 
ing they have to Chriftianity ; and aft the part of 
thofe Brutes, which, when they have fucked the 
dam^ turn about, and, (as Plato fays to his difciple 
Ariftotle), cc7roX(XKri^n<nv;—Jlrike her. It is fit that 
we (hould be fometinies put in mind of this, for we 
have been ftrangely apt to forget it. * 

As Religion hath been the chief preferver of 
Eaidition, fo erudition hath not been ungrateful 
to her patronefs, but hath contributed largely to 
the fupport of religion. The ufeful expofitions of 
the Scriptures, the fober and fenfible defences of 
revelation, the faithful reprefentation of pure and 
undefiled Chriftianity ; thefe have been the works 
of learned, judicious, and induftrious men. The 
corruptions of the Gofpel, the perverfe interpreta- 
tions and abfurd fenfes put upon the word of God,

both in matters of faith and of praftice*, thefe have 
been the inventions of men, who had a fmall (hare 
of learning, and a large Ihare of knavery, or of 
fanaticifm :— or of both blended together. 

Fanaticks are no friends to reafon and learning, 
and not without fome kind of plea ; Firft, becaufe 
they have ufually a flender provifion of either : 
Secondly, becaufe a man hath no occafion to fpend 
his time ajid his pains in the ftudious way, who 
hath an inward illumination to guide him to truth, 
and to make fuch labour unneceflary. 

But, they who fay that human learning is of no 
ufe in religion, are no more to be difputed with, 
than the honeft man in Horace, 

^i fe credebat miros audire tragtedos^ 
In vacuo latus fejfor plauforque theatro. 

He who ftrives and expeds to convince and alter 
fuch perfons, either undervalues his time and pains, 
or over-values his abilities; *^ Sola Scripturarum 
ars eft," fays Jerome, '^ quam fibi omnes paflim 
vcndicant : hanc garrula anus, banc delirus fcnex, 
hanc fophifta verbofus, hanc univerfi prefumunt, 
lacerant, docent, antequam difcant." What would 
he fay.

Thus Cuflii, obliquely, and flowly, and polkely 
informs David of the death of his fon Abfalom, 
The fame remark is applicable to a parallel paflage 
in Ctefias the hiftorian, which'is highly commenced 
by Demetrius Phalereus. 

. *^ Ctefias, fays he, may be truly palled a Poet, 
as he defcribes perfpicuoufly, is full of imagery, 
and paints with lively colours. For example : Im- 
portant events Ihould not be related in a direift and ' 
hafty manner i but unfolded gradually, fo as to 
keep the hearer or reader in fufpenfe, and caufe 
him to fympathife with us. Thus Ctefias introduces 
the relation of the death of Cyrus : for the n^effen- 
ger of thefe fad tidings to Paryfatis, the mother of 
Artaxerxes and Cyrus, doth not fay bluntly to 
her, *^ Cyrus is dead;'* which would be what 
>ye call the fpeech of a Scythian 2 but firft tells her, 
I tb« 
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that Cyrus had conquered j which gave het plea- 
sure, mixed with anxi^ity/ She then afks him^ 
•* How fares [Artaxerxes] the king?*' *« The 
king, replies he^ i$ fled'*— She, interrupting, fays, 
^^ Tiflaphernes hath brought this calan[iity upon 
him. But where i^s Cyrus at prefeht ?'^ " He is, 
fays tljfe meflenger, where it1)ecometh brave men 
to be f9und.** Thus, proceeding by flow fteps, he 
at iaft, fcarcely, and with reludance, comes to the 
point : reprefenting the meflenger as unwilling to 
perform the difagreeable office ; and fo defcribing 
the difbrefs of the mother, as to make us partake 
of it/'

Hammond mentions the difeafes and torments 
which they endured, who were delivered to Satan;

To this Le Clerc replies, " What Jofephus 
relates concerning the Effenes may be underftood 
to mean that the excommunicated Effene died of

excommunication: although, if Jofephus had be- 
lieved this miracle, po'thing would oblige us to 
give him credit." 

Now it is evident,, that neither of thefe commen- 
tatprs had confulted Jofephus with any attention. 
It appears from his relation of the affair, that thefe 
excommunicated perfons died neither of grief, nor 
of diftempersprseternaturally inflifted ; but merely 
for want of food, — and were ftarved to death, 
becaufe they did not dare to break the folemn oath 
which they had taken; not to eat with other people.

Thi3 text of /he three witnejfes in Heaven, was 
omitted by Erafmus in his firft and fecond edi- 
tion; but inferted afterwards, upon the authority 
of one MS, which is called by him Codex Britan^ 
nicus. But Erafmus fufpefted that this MS had 
been accommodated by the tranfcriber to the La- 
tin verfion. 

This Codex BritannicuSy — which is the Codex Mont- 
fortiiy and the Manitfcrrpt of Dublin^ — hath the paf- 
fage in the following manner; as I have tran- 
fcribed it from a manufcript letter of John Ycard, 
Dean of Killala, written Auguft 5, 1720, to the 
Bilhop of Meath, and fent by the Biftiop to Dr.

Subfcription, in a fliird fenfe^ is an aiTent to> 
theniy as to articles of peace and uniformity i by 
which we fo far fubniij: to them, is not -to, raife 
difturbances about them, and fct the people 
againft them. 

Subfcription, in a fourth fenfe, is an zffc&t to 
them, as far as they ar^ confiftent with the Scrip- 
tures, and with themfelvcs ; and no farther. 

In favour of fubfcribing in a laxer fenfe, the 
following reafons have been alledged : 

I. Our church admits perfons to baptifm, upon 
an aflent to the Apoftle's Creed ; and ufeth only 
that Creed in the Catechifm, and in the Vifitation 
of the Sick. 

' 2. She declares that the Scripture is the only 
Rule of Faith. 

3. She owns herfelf to be fallible. 

4. Some illuftrious divines of our communion 
luve made declarations, which neceflarily imply a 
diflike of certain things contained in the Liturgy, 
or Articles; and yet never ^ were cenfured for it,

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by public authority : as Chillingworth, . Hales, 
Taylor, -Hammond, Tillotfon, Sullingfleet,— 
cum multis aliis. . . i . 

5.. There are propolitions contaihed in oUir 
Liturgy and Articles, which no man of common 
fenfe amongft us believes. — ^No one believes that 
all the member^ of the Greek church are damtied, 
becaufe they admit not the proceffion of the Holy 
Ghoft from the Son : Yet the Athanafian Creed, 
according, to the ulual and obvious fenfe of the 
words, teacheth this. No one believes himfelf 
obliged to keep tht Sabbath Day : yet the Liturgy, 
ftriaiy interpreted, requires it* 

6. It \t evident, beyond a doubt,, thit the 
whole body of the Clefgy, and of the learned 
SLaity, depart, fome more, fome lefs, from thfe 
religious opinions of their anceftors in the days 
when the Articles were cftablifticd by law, and 
from the rigid and literal fenfe of them.' This 
uniyerfal confent of agnation, to deviate thus in' 
fome points from the old dodtrines, amounts to 
an abrogation of fuch rigid interpretations of. the 
Articles, and to a permiffiori of a latitude in fub- 
fcribing,

pofe that in an age, — and an age not perhaps the 
moft learned, — an AiTembly of fallible men may

fwallowed them with an implicit faith, and with- 
out any clear notions, about them*

But, when he talks of the utility of General CQWir 
tllsy h? feems not to be The judicious Hooker* Ii^ 
<lifputing with the fanaticks of his own time, he 
is very rational .and ikilful : but as to antient Ec- 
clefiaftical Hiftorj', he had a fuperficial notion of 
it^ and was not emancipated from the common 
prejudices of his times. What can you exped: 
from'peneral Coqncik ? 

As to Articles of faith, we want no general <x 
national council to tell us, that our Lord is the 
Ghrift, the only-begotten Son of God; and that 
'we ought to acquaint ourfelves with his Gofpel, 
and to live foberly, righteoufly, and godly ; ex- 
peding a refurreftion, and a future judgment. As 
to matters of difctpUnej there arc in all Chriftian 
nations ecclefiaftical courts, furnilhed with as 
much jurifdiftion as is neceflary, and with morr 
than is ufually employed to any good purpofc. 
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The Bifhops and Divines of the Council of 
Trent were greatly perplexed and divided in 
their fcntimcnts concerning Original Sin and Jufti- 
fication :',yct none of them had the fenfe, or the 
courage, to draw the manifeft inference ; — " That 
fuch points (hould be ieft undecided, and every 
Chriftian at liberty to form his own judgment 
aoout. them." 



The myfterious and incompreheniible nature of 
Divine Prefcience, as it is declared to be in the 
Holy Scriptures, affords us a convincing proof of 
^human liberty, or free agency. For, if man were 
doomed and predcftinated by God's eternal De- 
crees, and impelled by a fatal neceffiry to good 
ov evil, there would be nothing fo utteVly incon- 
ceivable in this Fore-knowledge. Far from it : If 
God hath fixed tlje future behaviour of men, and 
tied it with an adamantine chain, which nothing 
can pull afunder, it is eafy to conceive that he 
itiuft know bis own appointments; — even as a 
ikilful artift, when he hath made a movement, 
and fet it a going, knows how it will work, and 
when it will flop. It is our free choice, our li- 
berty of afting, which creates the difficulty to our 
•conception, and makes the divine forefight unfa- 
thomable by the human underflanding. 

The 
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The Church of England makes no Articles of 
Faith, but fuch as have the^ teftimony of the 
whole Chriftian world: In other things (he re- 
quires Subfcription to them, not as Articles of Faith, 
hixt as inferior truths, to which Ihe expefts a fub- 
miffion, in order to her peace and tranquillity. 
So the late learned Lord Primate of Ireland 
(Bramhall) often expreffcth the fenfe of the 
Church of England, as to her Thirty-nine Arti- 
cles. " Neither doth the Church of England,*' 
faith he, " define any of thefe queftions, as nc- 
*^ ceflary to be believed, either necejjitate medity or 
'^^ necejfitau pracepti^ which is much lefs; but 
^* only bindeth her fons, for peace fake, not to 
■^ oppofe them.'^ And in other pFaces, more 
fully: " We do not fufFer 'any man to rejed: the 
'^ Thirty-nine Articles at his pleafure ; yet nei- 
** ther do we look upon them as eflentials of fav- 
^' ing faith, or legacies of Chrift and his Apof^ 
" ties ; but, in a Mean, as pious opinions, fitted 
*^ for the prefervation of unity. Neither, do we 
^* oblige any man to believe them, but only not 
" to contradift them.*' See Stillingfleet, 
Grounds of Protejiant Religion.

A Proteftant Divine fliould take care how. he

terminates at laft in the do<ftrine of implicit &ith^ 
arid blind obedience. — Tendimus in Latium. 

What St. Paul and other Apoftles pronounce 
againft the hereticks of their time, is not to be 
applied to all thofc, who in thefe laier ages err 
in matters of faith. They neither defpife the 
Apoftles, nor reject! the Gofpel : nor do they 
ufually feem to be feduced from the right way 
by views of honour or of profit. Many of them 
might fay to the church, as iEneas to Dido,

When it is confidered what advantages we re- 
ceive from the fufferings of our Lord,, it feems 
improper to commemorate his beneficial death 
with mourning an^ fafting : and when it is con- 
fidered how much h^ fuffered, it feems as impro- 
per to commemorate his death by a feaft, oija 
banquet. 

This ceremony, therefore, is neither a feaft, 
nor a faft ; but fomething between both. It is a 
ihort, fober, frugal repaft, on a piece of bread, 
and a draught of wine.

As to Bacon, he fcems to have 
given way to his fancy, and exercifed Bis wit, in 
drawing up Cbrifthtn Paradoxes.

The fame Author tells us, that ^* thrf age of the 
cat terminates between fix and ten." What Juve* 
nai ^ys of tyrants, (Sat. X. 112) is true of Cbts, 
'— *that feldom do they die a natural death. 

Ad generum Cereris fine cade et vulnere paupae 
i)efeendunt Feles, etficcd morte ffuuntur. 

But, if they efcape the hands of violence, they 
hold out beyond the period afllgned by Bacon. I 
had one that lived with me fourteen years *i and I 
have heard of fome that were much older. 

How little the duties of Toleration and Mo- 
deration were underftood, either by Papifts or Pro- 
teftants, in the fixteenth century, is evident from 
a letter of Melanchthon, who yet feems to have been

cerning the buniing of SerVetus, he fays to Buliin'- 
gcr, " Legi qua de Serveti blafphmiis rejpondifiis, et ' 
pietatem acjudicta vejlraprobo. Judico etiam Senatum 
GenevenfefH reSie fecijje, quod hominem\ pertinacem, it 
non omlffurum blafphemias fujlulit : Ac miratusJUm efe, 
qui //event aiem illam improbent.^* 

It is certain that the Romans greatly abhorred 
and condemned litiman facrifices, long before 
Chriftianfty had made its appearance ampngft them : 
and I obfervethat the Fathers and Apologifts— 
Tatiart, Theophilus, Athahafius, TertuUiari, Cy- 
prian, Minucius, Firmicus, Prudentius,^ — fpeak 
with caution upon this fubjeft. None of them 
fay directly that human viEHms were offered up to 
Jupiter Latiaris, but only human blood; • which 
might be done many ways, without any huiiah 
facrifice infortti. I take the cafe to have been, 
that at a certain time of the year, when they 
had (hews in the Amphitheatre, they took the 
blood of fome condemned man, fome gladiator, 
or fome criminal who was expofed to wild beafts, 
and offered it up to this Jupiter *. If a Caafar, a 
Livy, or a Tacitus had lived in later ages, and 
heard of the proceedings of the Inquifition, they 
would have faid that thofe, nations worfliipped 
Chrift, — and his mother, as aGoddefsj and ufed to

The bodies of niany perfons feem 
to be a machine wound up for that period; which 
may be flionened^ but cannot be much leogch- 
cned« 

The fcparation of the Jews from die Gentiles 
was a proof that the Jewi(h religion was. not of 
general concern; for if there had been no other 
way to heaven, God would not thus have (hut o\it 
the Gentiles. 

In the firft proteftant fcbools anduniverfities of 
Germany, moft of the ftudents were very poor: 
They fupport^l themfclves.bybeggii^^d finging 

pfalms 
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^falms from door to door: they ftudied by mOon-' 
light, for want of candles; they were almoft ftarVed 
for want of fire; and often went to bdd with an 
empty ftomach : Yet the earneft defire of erudition 
conquered all thefe difficulties, and they became 
private tutors, fchoolmafters, preachers, and prd-' 
fcflbrs. Our young folks now have not the tenth 
part of thefe hardfliips to endure, nor a tenth part 
of their induftry and learning. 

Blackwell is an author who hath taken com- 
mendable pains to vindicate the ftyle, and to point 
out the beauties of the New Teftament. It is pity 
that his own ftyle Ihould be To conceited, and fo • 
full pf afFeftatioh. . 

The Athenians, a polite people, gave polite 
names to ugly things. They called the jail, the 
houfe; the hangman, 7oy AtifAiov^ the commoner; a thief, 
a lover: that is, ^* one who fell in love with a 
purfe of money, or with fome fuch pretty bb- 
jeft, &c." ' ^ 

Herodotus fays, that amongft the Thracians, 
to work was mean and infamous; to do nothing 
was the mark and privilege of a gentleman. ^Agyh 

In many place$ Erafmus highly commends Si- 

gifmnndus Gelenius, who was the corredor of Fro-

H is too verbofe in his cdmpofition^s. If 

he were an indigent author, who fold his works by 
thefheet, I could pardon him: for fuch an one lofcs 
£1 penny, along with every idle fentence that he 
jftrikes out of his copy: his necejfittes will not fufFer 
him to part with his Juperfluities. 

The Greeks and Latins made the Mufes, the 
Graces, and all the Virtues^ females> 

Lord Clarendon, having mentioned the death of 
Ireton, on whom he hath beftowed a very , bad cha-^ 
rafter, fays, that Cromwell gave ,the command of 
the army in Ireland tq Ludlow, a man of a very 
different temper from the other. B. XIII. This 
paflage is remarkable: it contains no fmall compU* 
mpnt, paid obliquely and indireftly to Ludlow. 

One of the greateft wits, and fayers of bons mots, 
amongft the ancients, was Diogenes the Cynic. I 
wifli I had formerly coUefted all his fayings: Now 
it is too late to feck them up and down in variou$ 
authors. 

1 have feen fome Divines offended at thofc wo- 
men, who had their gloves on when they received 
the Sacrament. They did not know, I believe,

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that in the fixth and feventb century^ it was a laur 
in Come places, that the. men (hould receive.thc 
confecrated bread upon their bare hands; the wo- 
men, upon a piece of white linen laid on their 
band, which was called a dominicaL This infigni- 
ficant ceremony was commanded by one Council, 
and condemned by another. See Daliaeus, de CuU.

Boilcau was a good Poet; but, not content with 
that, he wanted to pafs for a good Scholar. He 
had, in truth, a ilender flock of erudition; and in 
this mod of our celebrated Englilh poets refemblc 
him'. He was more learned than Perrault; but 
that is no mighty matter : Nulla eft gloria praterire 
claudos* 

Hadrianus Valefius, in his Valejiana, treats Sal- 
mafnis as a moft contemptible critic, and thereby 
fhews that he himfelf had either no judgment, or 
no candour. He hated Salmafius, and attacked 
him, after he was dead, in a fcurrilous Poem. 

Dodlor B. faid in a fermon, *^ An hypocrite is 
like a reed ; fmooth without, and liollow within.'* 
It was a tolerable conundrum ; but he fpoilt all by 
adding, ** and tofled about with every blaft of 
wind.*' I heard the fame preacher fay, ^* If any 
one denies the uninterrupted fucceffion of bifhops, 
I (hall not fcruple to call him a downright Atheijl.''^

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He might have faid paivnbroker^ fmuggler, or pick- 
pocket. This^ when I was young, was found, or- 
thodox, and falhionable doftrine. 

*^ Nothing is more proper to form the mind 
and manners, than the ftudy of the Roman law. 
Every one," fays .Vigneul-Marville, " who is of 
any confiderable rank in life, ought to have per- 
ufed with attention, once at leaft, the Inftitutes and 
the Code of Juftinian : He owes this duty to him- 
felf, and to the publick/' I am of the fame opi- 
nion ; and I add to thefe the Theodojian Code, for 
the light which it gives to Ecclefiaftical Hiftory. 

Lord Bolingbroke calls Cafaubon " a pedant/' 
If by the word Pedant is to be underftood a man 
who is Ikilled in the learned languages, Boling- 
broke himfelf was afluredly no pedant : But, in the 
true fenfe of the word, he was one, in gradu fuperla^ 
tivo. Good judges of compofition have pronounc- 
ed the preface of Calvin to his Injiitutes, of Thua- 
nus to his Hiftory^ and of Cafaubon to Pofybius, to 
be mafter-pieces in their kind : bur Bolingbroke 
had neither Latin enough to imderftand them, nor 
honefty enough to relifh them. 

N-= — -s dines abroad, and rails at all the world. 
He loves good eating and evil-fpeaking ; and 
Qcver opens hi$ mouth, but at other people's coft.

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Tacitus fays, (^niptiffimd RepMblUdplurim^ kgefi

For the fake o( our country, I couli 
wifli that thcfc obfcrvations were not true. 

It appears from Plato's Phaedo, and from lib- 
erates, that they who were initiated were uu^t 
the dodrine of a future date, and had a promife of 
happinefs-in it. So in his' Epinomis^ delivering his 
own fentiments, Plato fays (p. 992) concerning a 
good and! a wife man, *' I do mod pofitively affirm 

Ju^ujii^ffAai, ireii^w xa) enniJac^einr, (that is, both iiX(h 
imcalfy and ejoterically)^ abfolutely, ' and at aU 
times, that aifter death he (hall be happy, wi^, 
and blefled : i\)Sxifjmei 7f fcM-dai, x»\ c^pCUIw iijia«. 

Bad minds, fay the Platonifts, depart heavy and 
fpottcd, and flay in our atniofpherc, and fuffcr for 
their fauUs. ** Some are fo totally corrupted, fays 
Socrates, that, according to an ancient tradition, 
they never get out of Tartarus," See Bibl; Univ. 
VI. 123. 

Beza's famous old manufcript, which we have at 
Cambridge, — and on which my friend W, laid fo 
great a ftrefs, — is the work of a bold fellow, who is 
perpetually explaining the fenfe, and endeavouring 
to amend the ftyle. See Le Clerc on Ads X. 25. 
and F. Simon, Leifres Cbotfies. II. Let, 26.

Broukhufius, a polite and ingenious critick, hath 
borrowed not a little from the notes of Jof, Scali- 
ger on Tibullus and Propertius.

Scaliger ; Madame Dacier and 
her hufband to Tanaquil Faber ; and John Hud« 
fon to Edward Bernard. 

Jerome, in his life of Paul the Hermit, fays, 
** that the fauns and fatyrs converfed with St. 
Antony, and intreated him to pray that they might 
obtain mercy from God, who came for the falvjsi- 
tion of the whole worW* A man who writes fuch 
things, muft fuppoft all his readers to be fauns and 
fatyrs. 

The fame writer alfo informs us, that the gold^ 
th^ Jilver, the /wry, the apes, and the peacocks, vrhkh 
came frpm Tharfhifh to Solomon ^ mean the zvritingi 
of pagans, and of heretieks ! ^' ^

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S— , fpeaking of thofc prophecies which are 
no more than accommodations^ iliuftrates the thmg 
by accommodating thefe lines of Virgil, Georg. IV. 
86. to the curing of an intermittent fever by the 
powder of the bark : 

Hi motus animprumy atque hac certamina tanta 
Pulveris exiguiJaSlu comprej/a quiefcent. 

This application, thought I with myfclf, is 
certainly too lively and ingenious tt) be his own. 
Afterwards I found it in the BibU Cbois. XXIII^ 
428. See alfo McHagianaj 1. 415. 

Thomas Burnet is a moft ingenious man. I 
fay of him, what Quindtilian fays of Seneca :— 
Mult.t in eo claraque fententia ; fed in eloquendo cor- 
rupta pkraque^ atque eo pernicio^J/imay^ quod abundant 
dulcibus vitiis. 

'Vigneul Marville, I. 5. fays, " The Jews 
fcarcely ever ate fi(h." Witnefs the New Tef- 
tament, and all that is there faid about filh and fifli- 
crmen ! He adds, that ** in England the people 
cat more fi(h than flelh/' He knew little of us, 
and of our diet. 

When I was pretty far advanced at fchool, my 
matter would fometimes give us a Nezvfpaper to 
tranflatc. Of all our tafks, I found this the mod 
difficult; and would rafher have made forty verfes, 

than 
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than have tranflatcd as many lines of this dry iand 
uncouth profe. 

In our fchools the boys make too many exer^ 
cifes in verfe, and too few in profe ; fo that many 
of them, who can compofe a pretty epigram, can- 
not put together four fentences of profejn a pure 
and corredt manner. Poetical numbers they know, 
if they have a good ear; but profe hath its num- 
bers,— ^and with tiiefe they, are not acquainted. 
This defed often flicks by them afterwards; and 
when they make a Latin fpeech; or fermon, it is 
in linfey-woolfey ftufF, in poetical profe, larded 
with fcraps of Horace and Virgil, by way of em- 
b^Uiftiment. Such difcourfes I have been enter- 
tained with, more than once, by our Profeffors of 
Divinity. 

That humourous expreffion in one of our poets^ 

^* The man that fights, and runs away. 
May live to fight another day :" 

Is deduced from the Greek faying. 

But it (hould rather have been, 
Miy live to run another dajf. 

We 
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Wc have our heroes of this kind ; who, as Pa- 
nurgc fays in Rabelais^ f^ar nothing hut danger. 

It is in the moraU juft as it is in the natural 
world: Great bodies draw the fmallcr after thenv. 
Example^ cuilom, faihion^ rule us. 

They •who' ferve Chrift and the world, are like 
hrderers\ fcarccly knowing in whofe kingdom, or 
under Whofe jurifdidion they are. 

The church ought to b^ very cautious and {par- 
ing in appointing ftated fajls and thankfgivings: 
!ftlfe her children will be rcfraftory ; and, like 
liSxAt children in the market-places, mentioned in 
the Gofpel, She may pipe to them, and they will 
not dance ; and mourn to them, and they will not 
lamint. 

They who fin and confefs alternately, ofe re- 
pentance as a fort of fafhionable phyfick, to be 
taken at fet times — at fpring and fall. 

Auguftin fays, . Melius ejl ut nos reprehendant 
gramrhaticiy quam.ut non inteUigant popuU. It is not 
a bad leffon for preachers : But here is another, 
and a better, from Quindtiliaq : ^i Jiultis videri 
eruditi voltmty Jlulti eruditis videniur. 

There was at Ephefus a man of extraordinary 
abilities, called HertHbdoruSi whofe fuperior merit 

fo 
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fo offended his fellow-citizens, that they banifhed 
him, — and on that occafion made the following 
decree : Let no perfon among Jl us excel the reft : If 
fuch an one he found, let him depart, and dwell elfe^ 
where. The philofopher Heraclitus faid, that all 
the Ephefians, who were of age, d'efqrved to be 
banged, for affenting to fuch a law, Hermo-^ 
dbrus, thus caft out, went to Italy, and took re- 
fuge at Rome ; where the Barbarians (for fo the 
Greeks in thofe days accounted all, except them- 
felves,) received him with courtefy and refpeft ; 
defired his affiftance in forming their body of laws, 
contained in the twelve tables ; and rewarded hint 
with a ftatue erefted in the Forum. See Cicero^ 
7'ufc. Difp. V. 36. and Plinj'^, Vol. II. p. 643. 

We have had fome powerful Druids and High 
Priejis, who would have liked a decree of the 
Ephefian kind concerning the clergy : If any Ec^ 
clejiajiic amongft us furpafs others in learning and abi- 
lities , let him by all means be depreffed; and never 
permitted to rife above the fiation of a Curate. 

Juftin Martyr fays to the Jews, " God pro-^ 
mifed that you ftiould be as the fand on the fea- 
Jhore ; and fo you are indeed, Jn more fenfes than 
one. You are as numerous, and you are as 
barren, and incapable of producing any thing 
good." Edit. Thirlby, p. 394. Thiar, is inge- 
nious ; and if all the allegorical inttrpfttations of 

:•/. jhe 
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the old fathers were like it, we (hould at Icaft be 
agreeably entertained. 

I have examined " The. State of the Dead, as 
defcribed by Homer and Virgil •/* and upon that 
Differtation* I am willing to (lake all the little 
credit that I have as critic and philologer. 

I have there obferved, that Homer was not the 
Inventor of the fabulous hiftories of the gods. He 
had thofe ftories, ^nd alfo the dodtrine of a future 
ftate, from old traditions. Many notions of the 
pagans, which came from tradition, are confi- 
dered by Barrow, Serm. VIII. Vol. II. in which 
fermon the exiftence of God is proved from uni- 
verfal confent. See alfo Bibl. Chois. I. 356. and 
Bibl. Univ. IV. 433. 

But ^^ this is maintaining the Dodlrine of Tra- 
* ditions, which is a Popiih doftrine." Thus faid a 
fuperficial prater againft that differtation. So a 
Trotejlantj it feems, mull not fcratch his ears, nor 
pare his nails, becaufe the Papijls do the fame ! 
The truth is, that if any remarks be juft, they 
tend to eftablifh the great antiquity of the doc-r 
trine of a future flate ;— and there the Jhoe pinches 
fome people. Let them go barefoot then, with their 
heels as unfurniftied as their head.

INTRODUCTIO N.* 

r ROM the complexion of thofe anecdotes which 
a man collefts from others, or which he forms by 
his own pen, may without much difficulty be con* 
jeAured, whi2t manner of man he was. 

The human being is; mightily given to affimi- 
lation ; and from the ftories which any one re- 
lates with fpirit ; from the general tenour of his 
converfation, and from the books, or the aflb- 
ciates, to which he moft addidts his attention;

Soon after, a ttorm 
parting the (hips, he was run aground, and with dif- 
ficulty g<Xip (hore :" but his medals,* which vyeighed 
five or fix* ounces, incommoded him extremely. 
He confulted two phyficians; and they not agreeing 
in their advice, he waited for the eVent, without 
taking any remedy. Nature affifted him from 
time to time, and he had recovered half of his 
treafure, when he arrived at Lions. He there re- 
lated his adventure to a friend, (hewed him the 
medals which were come from him, and de- 
fcribed to him thofe that were ftiil withiti-doors. 
Amongft the latter was an Othoy which his friend 
fet his heart upon, and de(ired to take his chance 
for it, and to purchafe it of him before han(][« 
VaiUant agreed to this odd bargain, and fortu-" 
nately was able to make it good on the fame day.

Scudery travelling with his fifter, put up at an^ 
inii^ and took a chamber for the night, which had 
two beds. Before they went to flcep^^ Scudery 
was talking with his fifter abotit his roniance called 
tyrus, which he had in hand. " What fhall we 
do/' faidhe, ". with Prince Miz^nwr—" Poi- 
fonhim," faidthciady.— ^'No," iaJd be, " not 
yet ; we (hall dill want him, and we am difpatch 
him when we pleafe." ' After many difputes, they 
agreed that he Ihould be aflaffinated. Some 
tradefmen, who lay in the room adjoining, and 
divided only by a thin partition, overheard the 
difcourfc ; and thinking that they were plotting 
the death of fomc of the Royal Family, went and 
informed againft them. They were accordingly 
feized, fent to Paris, and examined by a magif- 
trate; who found that it was only the hero of 
a romance whom they intended to deftroy. . 

One of Perc Simon's favourite paradoxes, was 
his hypothefis of the Rouleaux* He fuppofcd that

George, Cardinal d^Amboife, was, as hiftory 
fays, an Ecclefiaftick, with no more than one be- 
nefice, and a Minifter of ftate without covetouf- 
nefs, without pride, and without felf-intereft ; 
whofe main defign Was to promote the glory of 
Louis the Twelfth ;-^of a Prince, who accounted 
the profperity of his fubjeds to be his greateft ho* 
nour and glory. 

About the year 14 14, Brikman, Abbot of St. ' 
Michael, being at the Council of Conftance, was 
pitched upon by the Prelates to fay mafs, becaufe 
"^he was a man of quality. He performed it fo 
, well, that an Italian Cardinal fancied that he muft 
be a Dodor of Divinity, or of Canon Law, and 
defired to gee acquainted with him. He ap- 
proacheji, and addreffed himfelf to him in Latin. 
The Abbot, who knew no Latin, could not an- 
fwer ; but, without Ihewing any concern, he 
turned to his own chaplain, and faid, " What

the Cardinal, " StwwoU, Haje, Gifim^ Boerfcbe- 
^ Ravenpde, Drifpenjiede, Itzem:' The Cardinal 
afked, if he was a Greek, and the chaplain an- 
fwered, '* Yes;*'— and then the lulian Prelate 
withdrew. 

A Lawyer and a Phyfician difputaj ab«ut pre* 
cedence, and appealed to Diogenes. He gave it 
for the lawyer ; and faid, " Let the thief go 

"^^ firft, and the executioner follow.** 

An old woman, who "had fore eyes, purchafed 
an amulet, or charm, written upon a bit of parch- 
ment, and wore it about her neck, — and was 
cured. A female neighbour, labouring under the 
fame diforder, came to beg the charm rfher. She 
would by no means part with it, but permitted 
her to get it copied out. A poor fchool-boy was 
hired to do it for a few pence. He looked it over 
very attentively, and found it to confift erf cha- 
rafters which he could not make out : but, not 
being willing to lofe bis pay, he wrote thus :— 
** The Devil pick out this old woman's eyes, and 
fluff up the holes." — The patient wore it about 

her neck, and was cured alfo, 

Ligntere 
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■ tJgmct* was a wit, and apt to be rather rough 
jHid blunt in convcrfation. One day a Noblcnian 
boafled before him, that he could tofs up cher- 
rfes in the air, and catch them, as they came 
down, in his mouth ; and accordingly he began 
Co ftie^ his ikill. Ligniere had .not the patience 
to ftay for the fecond cherry ; but faid to him, 
^* What dog taught you that trick ?" 

The Lacedsemonians were remarkable fb/ con- 
cife fpeeches : but after their defeat at Leuflra, 
their de^uties^ in 'an affembly of the Greeks, madd 
a very long and warm inveftive againft Epami- ' 
HOndas, who had beaten them. He flood up, 
and only replied, " Gentlemen, I am gUd wc 
Jiave brought yoi; to your fpeecb.** - 

D faid of a ftupid preacher, who was 

forced to hide for debt, " Six days he is invifi^ 
ik ; and oh Sundays be is incomprehenfihle.** 

When Kufter was at Cambridge, preparing his 
Suidas, and fludying Englifh, an ignorant acade- 
mician put into his hands L*Eftrange's Fables,—

Dr. S — '— r wrote a very fmall hand, and 
crouded a great deal into bis pages. He ^id it 
to fave the expence of paper. He put one 6^ 
his maaufcripts into a friend's bands to perufe ; 
who returned it to him, with this compliment, 
^* If you reafon as clofely as you zvriief you arp 
invincible/* 

. In former days, a certain Bifhop of Ely, heap* 
tily hated in his diocefe, had a tranflation to Can* 
terbury. Upon which a Monk fluck up this dif- 
tich, on the doors pf his Cathedral of Ely, ip 
Leonine verfes^ — the befl pjf the l^ind that I eypf 
ipet with.

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. .M— r was a fcholar^ a bigot, land a free- 
thinker. When he dipd, leaving two /bns behind 
him, he feemed to be fplit afunder, and divided - 
between them. The one inherited his bigotry, the 
iOther his freethinking. Hrs learning, like a vola- 
tile fpirit, flipped away; and neither of them could« 
catch it. , 

Chriftopher Urfewick is faid by Wood to have 
been Recorder of London in the reigns of Edw. IV, 
Rich. III. and Henry VII. Speed tells us, that 
under the laft, he might have attained the higheft 
dignities in the Church, and the moft profitable 
offices in the State; but that he refufed the Bifhop- 
rick of Norwich. Titub res digna fepulchrU' Ac- 
cordingly his Epitaph, which is a good, one, and 
rnuch to his credit, fays, Magnos honores totd vit4 
JPrev'tt'f frugali vita contemns. 

To deferve a Bifhoprick, and to rejedl it, is no 
common thing. But that our Urfewick may not 
ftand alone, the following is related of another 
illuftrious man of the fifteenth century, 

Sixtus the Fourth, having a great eftec;m for 
John Weffel, of Groeningjen, one of the moft 
learned men of the age, fent for him, and faid to 
him, " Son, alk of us what you will ; nothing (hall 
be refufed, that becomes our charadVer to beftow, - 
and your condition to receive/*-^** Mo^ holy Fa- 
. Gg4 ther/' 
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dber/ fiud he, '^ and my getterovs Pitraa^ I llidl 
np( be troublefome to your Hobnefs. Tou kjnam 
tkac I never fought ajfier great things. Tbecmlf 
fiivour I have to beg, is, that you wouki g^e me 
out of your Vatican Library, a Greek and a He- 
brew Bible.'' '' You (hall have them,'' faid Sixcus: 
•* but what a fimple man arc you ! Why do you not 
afk a Bifhoprick?" Wcffel replied, " BccoMje Ida 
mi WMi <me /'^ The happier man was he : hapjMer 
than they, who would give ail the Bibles in the 
Vatican, if they had them to give, for a Wknoifh 
rick*. 

The Cappadocians refufed liberty, wha[^ c^ered 
to them by the Romans, and obliged the Senate tq 
give them a King; faying, as the Ifraelites of old 
did to Samuel, Nay, but we wiU bax^ a Ktng^vtr us. 
Such are the peafants of Livonia; they are Haves to 
the nobility, who drub them without mercy. Ste- 
phen Batori, King of Poland, commiferating their 
wretched ftate, offered to deliver them from thi$ 
cruel tyranny, and to change their baftiiiadoes intq 
flight fines. The Peafants could not bear ^, propo* 
fition tending to deftroy fo ancient and venerable 
a cudom, and mod humbly befought the King, 
^' that he would pleafe to make no innovations."

Dr. B. once wanted to fell a good-fof-nothing

Bayle^ enumerating the new taxes invented by 
Ijouis XIV. and the uncouth names by which they 
went, fays, ** Here are Words, admirably fuited to 
impoverifh Subjefts, and to enrich Didionaries.'* 

When Charles V. (fays a Spanifli Hiftorian) fle4 
before Maurice of Saxony, and hurried from 
Infpruck qn foot, he walked after his retinue, to 
teftify his courage ; and bade them double their 
pace, faying, " Haften away, and be not afraid 
of a Traitor, who hath wickedly rebelled againft 
hid Prince// If it be true that Charles faid thus, to 
hearten his men, and encourage them to run for it, he 
followed the maxim of Sandoval, his CronicadorywhQ 
puts at the head of one of his chapters,

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1^ This truly great, for he was a truly good 
man, is highly complimented by Mr. Pope, who 
dignifies him with the appellation of ** 4)lain 
Parfon Hales."* In 1741, he publiftied his ex- 
cellent invention of FentilatorSy which he improved 
as long as he lived. About fix or feven years 
after, one of thefe machines was introduced at the 
prifon of the Savoy ; and its benefits were foon 
difcovered and acknowledged. Previous to this 
invention, between 50 and 100 prifoners had died 
every year of the gaol-diftemper in that place; 
but no fooner was this life-giving machine erefted, 
than four perfons only died, in two years, though 
the number of the confined ejcceeded two hundred. 
The ufe of ventilators foon became general, 
In the laft war, after long folicitations, he pro- 
cured an order from the French King to eredt 
ventilators in the prifons where the EngHfli cap- 
tives were kept ; and upon being informed of his 
fuccefs, he was heard to fay in ^ jocofe vein,— 
^* He hoped nobody would inform againft him, 
for cQrrefpondtng with the enimy^ It would be 
cndlefs to mention his various natural refearches, > 
and ingenious fchemes for the benefit of mankind. 
They all difcover great knowledge of the fccretS' 
of nature, which 'he was able to apply to agricul-
